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Inherftingthelasallian  Tradition    ;,  . 
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FOR  ME  AND  FOR  MANY  OTHERS  GROWING  UP  IN  THE 
row  house  neighborhoods  of  West  Philadelphia  in  the  early 
1960s,  getting  a  good  education  was  an  everyday  dictum. 
My  parents  fcrventlv  believed  that  their  children's  fliture 
would  be  brighter  if  we  would  strive  for  something  that 
they  never  had:  to  attend  a  "good  college."  About  35  years 
after  I  first  enrolled  at  that  "good  college"  and  lived  my 
parents'  dream,  m\  oldest  son,  Michael  entered  the  same 

college.  He  was  soon 
followed  by  r\\'o  of  his 
brothers,  Mark  and  Chris, 
and  by  my  wife,  Kathy. 

For  many  graciuates,  the 
link  to  La  Salle  deepens  when 
their  children  or 
grandchildren  enroll  here.  In 
my  case,  the  link  alreadx' 
reached  supcrglue 
proportions  long  before  the 
rest  of  the  family  arrived.  In 
addition  to  being  an  alumnus 
and  a  longtime  employee,  I 
met  m\-  future  wife  here,  so  the  thread  of  my  relationship  is 
not  a  single  strand.  Over  the  years,  the  fabric  of  our  lives — 
Kathy's,  the  boys',  and  mine — has  been  wo\'en  together 
\\ith  the  unfolding  story  of  this  University.  Our  affection 
for  La  Salle,  the  Brothers,  and  their  collecti\'e  values  has 
groAvn  and  influenced  us  in  %\ays  I  would  have  never 
dreamed  of  40  years  ago. 

So  much  of  the  experience  that  Kathy  and  the  boys  had 
here  was  different  from  my  own.  Their  La  Salle  was  more 
diverse,  a  universit)'  populated  mostlv  by  resident  students 
studying,  among  other  things.  Nursing  and 
Communication,  on  a  campus  more  than  twice  the  size  of 
the  one  that  I  walked  as  a  student.  Most  of  their  classmates 
were  women;  ail  of  mine  were  men,  as  was  the  entire 
tacult)'. 

Yet,  I  also  can  see  that  their  experience  paralleled  my 
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own.  All  of  them  found  teachers  who  changed  their  lives 
forever.  I  saw  them  become  interested  in  material  brought 
to  them  by  faculty'  who  viewed  teaching  as  a  calling,  who 
came  to  the  classroom  with  a  passion  for  the  subject 
matter — and  for  the  subjects  before  them,  too.  Their 
teachers  connected  with  them  on  multiple  levels  just  as 
mine  did.  The  names  on  their  list  differed  from  those  on 
mine.  They  missed  Kelly,  Koch,  Keenan,  Strosser,  and  Ellis, 
but  then  I  missed  Seydow,  Gauss,  Efroymson,  Shcchey,  and 
Barenbaum.  Kathy,  Mike,  and  I  did  share  one  experience. 
Joe  Cairo  made  the  complexities  of  Economics  seem  crystal 
clear  and  life-and-death  important  and,  in  so  doing, 
whetted  our  appetites.  Having  him  for  a  teacher  soon 
became  a  bonding  family  moment. 

We  also  found  a  communitv*  that  de  Tocquevillc  might 
have  described  as  pursuing  "self-interest,  rightly 
understood."  The  wheels  of  La  Salle  then  and  now  largely 
turn  on  die  primacy  of  the  collective  effort  and  the 
importance  of  extending  a  helping  hand  up  (surely  the 
Brothers'  influence).  The  only  string  attached  to  that 
helping  hand  is  that  the  recipient  must  remember  to  do  the 
same  for  someone  else  in  the  future.  In  this  way,  the  circle 
is  complete  and  the  debt  is  repaid.  Maybe  that  is  what  the 
parents  of  the  hundreds  of  La  Salle  legacies  who  enroll 
each  vear  discover,  too.  Names  and  faces  have  changed,  but 
these  underlying  beliefs  have  not  atrophied.  If  anything, 
they  have  grown  in  importance  in  this  world,  and  they  still 
bind  the  University'  together.

A  SECOND  CHANCE.  THAT'S  WHAT  A  LA  SALLE 
education  provided  for  Pete  Finley.  And  he  didn't  even 
realize  he  was  getting  one  at  the  time. 

It  was  the  spring  of  1951  and  Finley 
was  finishing  up  his  sophomore  year 
in  the  prc-dental  program. 
Though  he  thought  he  wanted 
to  be  a  dentist,  he  wasn't 
exactly  cutting  it  in  his  major. 

"I'm  almost  ashamed  to  tell 
you  this,"  says  a  slightly 
embarrassed  Finley  more  than 
50  years  later,  as  he  recounts 
the  story. 

He  was  summoned  to  appear 
before  a  review  board  as  a  result  of  his 
less-than-stellar  academic  standing.  His  fiiture  at 
La  Salle  was  riding  on  the  decision  of  the  three  Christian 
Brothers  who  comprised  that  board.  One  of  them  was 
Brother  Vincent  Grimes,  F.S.C.,  then-Chair  of  the 
Psychology  Department,  whom  Finley,  a  La  Salle  baseball 
player,  knew  tairl}'  well  from  Br.  Vincent's  attendance  at 
most  of  his  team's  games. 

During  his  re\'iew,  Br.  Vincent  pulled  the  struggling 
student  outside  of  the  room  and  read  him  the  "riot  act," 
as  Finley  recalls,  "but  in  a  very  compassionate  and 
fatherly  way."  He  handed  Finley  a  book,  and  told  him  to 
read  it  that  weekend. 


Finley  obliged  and  read  the  book — on  the  history  of 
psychology'  and  careers  in  the  field — and  called  Br. 
Vincent  that  Monday.  Brother  told  him  if  he  promised  to 
keep  his  "nose  to  the  grindstone,"  Finley  recalls,  he 
would  allow  him  to  transfer  from  a  biology  to  a 

psychology  major. 

He  lived  up  to  that  promise  and  graduated  with 
his  bachelor's  degree  in  psycholog)'  in  1953.  And  Br. 
Vincent's  influence  didn't  stop  there.  He  encouraged 
Finley  to  consider  graduate  school — advice  that  he 

heeded.  Finley  then  went  on  to  earn  his  doctorate  in 
psycholog)'. 

"Br.  Vincent  probably  changed  the  whole  course  of 
mv  life,"  savs  Finlev,  who  is  now  retired  from  a  successfiil 
career  as  a  consultant  for  various  psychology  and 
educational  services.  For  a  short  time,  he  served  as  an 
intern  supervisor  in  La  Salle's  master's  program  in 
Clinical-Counseling  Psychology. 

"I  think  if  you  talk  to  a  lot  of  La  Salle  graduates, 
they'll  tell  you  the  same  thing.  Some  person  on  the 
faculty  certainly  influenced  the  course  of  their  life.  I  think 
that's  what  it's  all  about,"  he  said.  "I  do  a  lot  of 
recruiting  out  on  my  own  for  the  University'.  One  of  the 
things  I  tell  [high  school  students]  is  that  the  difference 
between  La  Salle  and  other  schools  is  that  personal 
relationship  that's  established  in  the  early  days  that  will 
move  vou  through  your  whole  college  career." 
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Danielle  Finley,  '08  (right),  informed  her  grandfather  Pete  Fintey.  '53 
(left),  of  her  decision  to  attend  La  Salle  by  giving  him  a  t-shirt  with 
"My  Ritzy  goes  to "  embroidered  above  the  school  name.  (Ritzy  is  a 
nickname  Danielle  earned  as  a  little  girl  because  of  her  fondness  lor 
Ritz  crackers.)  Pictured  with  them  is  Matt  Finley,  '91,  Pete's  son  and 
Danielle's  uncle,  on  Move-In  Day  this  past  fall. 


Pete  isn't  the  only  Finley  who  feels  tliat  way.  He  is  the 
second  of  four  generations  of  his  family  to  become  an 
Explorer.  Perhaps  the  most  well  known  of  his  clan  is  his 
father,  die  late  John  J.  Finley,  '24,  for  whom  one  of  the 
Alumni  Association's  most  prestigious  awards  is  named.  He 
is  remembered  b)'  many  as 
"Mr.  La  Salle"  for  his 
dedication  to  the 
■  University. 

Former  La  Salle 
Alumni  Director  Thomas 
J.  FJickey,  '48,  says  one 
could  classify  the  Finleys 
as  the  "first  family"  of 
La  Salle.  He  worked 
closely  witli  the  elder 
Finley  through  the  various 
posts  he  held  in  the 
Alumni  Association  over 
the  years.  Wlien  Hickey 
left  La  Salle  in  1955, 
Finley  had  just  been 
unanimously  elected 
president  of  the  Association. 

"Of  all  the  people  I  worked  with,  John  Finley  was  one 
of  the  greatest,"  says  Hickey.  "You  know  how  when  you 
run  a  group  of  volunteers,  you  have  to  call  them  to  stay  on 
top  of  them?  Well  John  Finley  would  call  me  and  say,  'This 
is  what's  going  on;  how  can  I  help.''  I'd  loxe  to  just  hear 
fi-om  him  because  I  knew  things  were  getting  done.  He  v\'as 
a  good  man." 

"And  don't  forget  about  his  wife.  When  I  say  they  were 
the  first  La  Salle  family,  I  mean  her,  too.  She  was  \'ery  lo\al 
to  La  Salle,"  Hickey  says  of  Margaret  Finley. 

Pete  recalls  his  mother's  enthusiasm  for  La  Salle.  "I  can 
remember  going  to  all  of  the  La  Salle  basketball  games  with 
not  only  my  father,  but  my  mother,  too.  They  were  both 
rabid  fans." 

Incidentally,  Margaret's  connection  to  La  Salle  dated 
back  much  further  than  that.  Margaret's  grandfather, 
Edward  Dunn,  was  the  caretaker  of  the  Wister  estate,  which 
has  since  become  a  part  of  La  Salle's  main  campus.  He  lived 
in  v\'hat  is  now  the  Japanese  tea  house.  Pete  learned  of  this 
interesting  tidbit  somewhat  accidentally  while  on  a  campus 
tour  led  by  Jim  Butler,  '67,  La  Salle  English  professor  and 
Owen  Wister  scholar,  at  a  La  Salle  Reunion. 

After  many  years  of  service  to  the  LTni\ersit\',  John  Finley 
died  in  1961.  He  was  serving  as  Treasurer  of  the  Alumni 


Association  at  the  time.  Two  years  later,  on  the  occasion  of 
the  LTni\ersity's  centennial  celebration,  the  Association 
established  an  award  to  recognize  an  outstanding  alumnus 
of  the  school. 

"As  it  turns  out,  I  had  not  thought  about  nominating 
my  tather.  Not  because  he  wasn't  deserving,  though.  He 
was  a  quiet,  unassuming  gentieman  in  tiie  ftillest  sense  of 
the  word.  He  ne\'er  would  ha\c  wanted 
attention  dra\vn  to  him,"  the  younger 
Finley  recalls.  "But  I  received  a  call  from  a 
fellow  alumnus  who  said,  T  hope  you're 
going  to  nominate  your  father.  If  you 
don't,  I  will.'" 

Weeks  later,  John  J.  Finley  was  named 
the  posthumous  recipient  of  the  av\'ard. 
Pete  and  his  mother  proudly  accepted  the 
honor  on  his  father's  behalf  This  marked 
the  establishment  of  what  is  now  known  as 
the  John  J.  Finley,  '24, 
Award,  which  is 
bestowed  annually 
upon  an  alumnus  who 
has  exJiibited 
outstanding  ser\'ice  to 
the  Universit)'.

For  Pete,  it's  a  thrill  to  return  to  20th 
and  OIney — whether  it's  to 
congratulate  the  recipient  of  the  Finley 
Award  at  the  Alumni  Association  Awards  Dinner,  or  to  help 
his  granddaughter  Danielle,  a  freshman  in  the  pre-med 
program,  move  into  her  dorm  room.  He  and  his  son 
Matthew  (Danielle's  uncle),  a  1991  alumnus  of  La  Salle 
and  a  detective  sergeant  for  the  Vineland,  N.J.,  Police 
Department,  were  on  campus  this  past  fall  to  serve  as 
Danielle's  very  own  welcome  wagon. 

"Ever  since  I  was  little,  I  can  remember  my  grandfather 
and  uncle  alvxays  talking  about  La  Salle,"  says  Danielle, 
who  has  acquired  quite  a  collection  of  La  Salle  sweatshirts 
ON'er  the  years,  thanks  to  her  relatixes.  "I  was  always  told 
such  great  things  about  La  Salle  growing  up  and  ex'erything 
has  been  true.  I'm  really  glad  I  chose  to  come  here,  and  am 
happy  I  was  able  to  make  ni)'  grandfather  so  proud." 

On  one  of  her  first  days  on  campus,  Danielle  walked 
into  the  Admission  Office  and  was  asked  if  she  was  related 
to  John  J.  Finley.  Though  she  never  had  the  opportunity  to 
meet  her  great-grandfather,  she's  sure  he'd  be  proud  as 
well — knowing  that  his  legacy  lives  on.

JAMES  "TED"  HARRIS,  '48,  HON.  '64.  WAS  BUSY  AT 
La  Salle  (and  after  he  graduated).  For  proof,  check  out  his 
file  in  the  Universit\'  Archives;  it's  one  of  the  largest  ones 
there. 

"It's  certainly  in  the  top  20  of 
graduates,"  says  Archivist  Brother  Joseph 
Grabenstein,  F.S.C.,  '73.  "Maybe  even 
higher." 

Harris  started  a  legacy  that  includes 
his  brothers  Joseph,  '58,  and  Compton 
'58;  cJaughter,  the  Hon.  Aida  Louise 
Harris,  '82;  son  James  lU,  '73;  James' 
wife,  Sheena.  '76  (her  brother,  Trevor 
Austin  graduated  in  1986);  nieces  Sheila 
Dow-Ford,  Esq.,  '82,  and  Vernette  Dow, 
Esq.,  '85;  and  Sheena  Harris'  niece, 
Janelle  Mungro,  '00. 

Many  went  on  to  graduate  from  law  school,  and  the 
legacy  goes  beyond  the  classroom:  They  were  active  in 
groups  and  actixities,  even  becoming  national  officers  of 
student  organizations. 

At  La  Salle,  some  of  Ted  Harris's  on-  and  off-campus 
activities  were:  President  of  the  PennsyKania  Region  of  the 
National  Student  Association,  Treasurer  of  die  Inter- 
Collegiate  Catholic  Inter-Racial  Societ)',  and  the 
Germantown  American  Veterans  Committee.  In  1948,  he 
was  elected  President  of  National  Student  Association 
(N.S.A.),  one  of  the  top  student  political  organizations  in 
the  country.  Later  that  year,  he  was  appointed  American 
Senior  Secretary  to  the  International  Student  Service  at 
Gene\a.  After  graduation,  he  worked  for  several 
governmental  agencies  in  Africa  and  the  Middle  East. 
Unknown  to  his  family,  he  was  with  The  Central 
Intelligence  Agency. 

"We  didn't  know  that;  he  did  it  completely  undercoxer,' 
says  his  daughter,  Aida  Louise,  an  administrati\'e  law  judge 
with  the  State  of  Pennsylvania. 

Ted  and  Joseph  Harris  grew  up  in  the  Germanto\\'n 
section  of  Philadelphia.  Both  were  attracted  to  La  Salle 
because  they  wanted  to  attend  a  Catholic  school  close  to 
home.

After  Joseph  Harris  graduated,  he,  too,  held  a  number 
of  posts  around  the  country  and  world — in  Africa  with  the 
Peace  Corps,  with  the  Philadelphia  and  National  Chapter  of 
the  Alliance  of  Christians  and  Jev\'s,  and  as  an  administrator 
with  the  Cit\-  College  of  New  York  (where  he  spent  the 
bulk  of  his  career). 

"I  received  a  very  solid  foundation  at  La  Salle  that  I've 
been  grateful  for  all  my  life,"  says  Harris,  who  was  active  in 
the  Students'  Government  Association  while  an 
undergraduate  and  received  a  fellowship  ibr  graduate 
school  at  Fordham  Universitv'. 

In  November,  Sheila  Dow-Ford  received  the  Warren  E. 
Smith,  M.D.,  '54,  Award,  given  to  an  Afiican  American 
alumnus  who  has  achieved 
distinction  in  his  or  her  field 
and  is  an  exceptional 
example  to  all 
La  Salle  students. 

"I  remember  that  the 
professors  were  very 
encouraging,"  says  Dow- 
Ford,  who  graduated  magna 
cum  laude.  "The  classes  were 
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very  small,  so  I  recei\ed  a  lot  of  personal  attention  and 
positive  reinforcement,  which  I  needed.'' 

As  an  undergraduate,  she  was  acti\'e  in  the  Urban 
Studies  Board  anci  the  Saint  Thomas  Moore  Pre-Law 
Societ\'.  She  is  Executive  Vice  President  and  Chief  Counsel 
of  the  Pennsylvania  Higher  Education  Assistance  Agency. 

Vernette  D.  Dow,  now  a  Deput\'  Cin,'  Solicitor  with  the 
C]t)'  of  Philadelphia's  Human  Services  Division,  was  very 
involved  as  a  student  also.  She  was  a  member  of  the  Black 
Students  of  La  Salle,  the  St.  Thomas  Moore  Pre-Law 
Society-,  and  \\as  a  a  charter  member  of  Delta  Sigma  Theta, 
a  public  service  sororirv'. 

Aida  Louise  Harris  says,  "I'm  proud  of  that  tradition; 
it's  a  fiin  thing — all  of  us  having  gone  to  La  Salle."  As  a 
sttident,  she  was  invoked  in  die  French  club  (her  major)

anci  also  enjoyed  taking  math  courses.  'T  had  fun  with  that, 
and  minored  in  math.  I  took  several  math  courses  widi 
John  Mooney.  I  loveei  diat  man.  He  uas  wonderfiil." 

And  she  says  a  nephew  was  seriously  considering 
attending  La  Salle,  making  it  potentially  three  generations 
for  the  Harris  fimily.

THIS  YEAR,  THERE'S  MORE  GOING  ON  AT  THE  LA  SALLE 
Jazz  Band  practices  than  the  making  of  music.  Twice  a 
week,  a  legacy  is  perpetuated  as  diree  generations  create 
music  togedier  in  one  room.  Band  Director  Joseph 
Ciccimaro,  '61,  is  the  father  of  band  member  Samantha 
Ciccimaro,  '05,  and  grandfather  of  fellov\'  musician  Caitlin 
Immerman,  '08. 

Samantha,  a  senior,  is  the  youngest  child  of 
Ciccimaro's  second  marriage.  Caitlin,  a  freshman,  is  the 
daughter  of  Ciccimaro's  oldest  child  from  his  first  marriage. 
The  two  pla\'  the  saxophone  ancJ  trumpet,  respectively. 

Joseph  Ciccimaro  graduated  from  La  Salle  with  an 
English/education  degree.  He  plays  most  reed  instruments, 
such  as  the  clarinet  and  bassoon,  and  is  head  of  La  Salle 
College  High  School's  Music  Department.  He  also  has 
played  in  productions  at  the  Academy  of  Music  and  the 
Merriam  Theater  since  college. 

Ciccimaro  said  he  didn't  push  his  daughter  and 
granddaughter  to  attend  La  Salle.  "It's  amazing.  Nobody 
can  appreciate  it,"  he  said.

I'm  not  trying  to  push 
people  too  much.  Thev're  not  braggarts  about  how  good 
they  are." 

La  Salle's  Jazz  Band  rehearses  twice  a  week,  plays  at 
University'  Rmctions,  and  performs  at  schools,  retirement 
homes,  and  area  orphanages. 

Samandia,  who  has  sLx  nieces  and  nephews,  is  a  madi 
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major  and  has  been  playing  the  trumpet  for  13  years.  She 
also  performs  regularly  with  a  group  called  SDH  (So  Damn 
Hot)  Big  Band,  whose  18  musicians  perform  everything 
from  jazz  to  salsa  in  venues  around  Philadelphia. 

As  for  being  an  aunt  (or  'half-aunt')  at  age  21,  she  said 
she  likes  being  looked  up  to.  "1  like  helping  Caitlin  out.  We 
hang  out  sometimes." 

Caitlin  has  been  playing  the  tlute  and  piccolo  for  eight 
years  and  began  learning  the  saxophone  several  months  ago 
at  the  encouragement  of  her  grandfather. 

A  special  and  elementary  education  major,  she  made  the 
decision  to  attend  La  Salle  on  her  own. 

"1  wanted  to  be  away  from  home,  but  still  near  Philly," 
she  said.  "And  La  Salle  has  a  really  good  Education 
program." 

She  said  that  her  relationship  with  Samantha  is  more  like 
a  friendship. 


"She's  more  of  a  true  aunt  to  the  younger  ones,"  Caitlin 
said.  "She  buys  them  presents  on  holidays.  But  our 
grandfather  takes  care  of  us,  too." 

The  \\'omen  enjoy  the  fact  that  their  lather  and 
grandfather  is  the  band  director. 

"1  have  always  loved  music,  and  my  dad  as  the  director 
was  actually  more  of  a  plus  than  anything  else,"  Samantha 
said.  "I  would  say  it's  a  plus  because  I  feel  comfortable.  I 
never  feel  nervous.  And  it's  nice  keeping  in  touch  with  him 
so  much  while  1  am  in  college.  We  have  a  stronger 
relationship  because  of  the  band." 

"It's  not  often  that  a  parent  gets  to  see  his  child  interact 
with  her  peers  and  work  v^ith  her  on  an  almost  student/ 
teacher  level,"  she  continued.  "He  has  seen  me  develop  and 
impro\e  o\er  the  years,  and  I  am  glad  he  was  a  part  of 
those  changes.

MAUREEN  MITCHELL  KELLY'S  GRANDFATHER  STARTED  THE 
family's  La  Salle  legacy  in  1902.  A  century  later,  her 
grandchildren  are  being  groomed  to  continue  it.  But 
behind  the  family's  long-standing  connection  to  La  Salle  is 
a  broader  emphasis  on  higher  education. 

"We  just  train  them  from  the  time  they're  born:  You  will 
be  going  to  college,"  Kelly  said.  "Education  has  always 
been  a  priority'." 

Since  John  A.  Spellman  Sr.  attended  La  Salle  from  1902 
to  1904  (most  likely  the  high  school,  according  to 
academic  records),  more  than  20  of  his  descendants,  most 
with  the  last  names  of  Spellman,  Mitchell,  Kelly,  or  Modey, 
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have  graduated  from  La  Salle  University'.  Despite  the  Great 

Depression,  interruptions  for  military  serxice,  and  financial 

constraints,  the  family 

tradition  has  carried 

through  four 

generations. 

While  Maureen  Kelly 
didn't  graduate  La  Salle 
herself,  she  grew  up  in 
the  same  neighborhood. 
Her  father,  John  A. 
Mitchell  Jr.,  attended

high  school  at  La  Salle  and,  after  the  Depression,  returned 
to  take  evening  classes  at  the  college,  but  never  finished  his 
degree.  Kelly  said  both  of  her  parents  put  a  premium  on  an 
education  rooted  in  the  Catholic  faith. 

"Our  family  had  always  beliex'ed  that  the  complete 
education  consisted  of  four  years  with  the  Christian 
Brothers  and  four  years  of  Jesuits,"  Kelly  said.  "But  they 
always  believed  the  Christian  Brothers  were  the  most 
important." 

0\'er  the  vears,  four  of  Kelly's  brothers  anti  many 
cousins  worked  their  way  through  La  Salle. 

"We've  always  been  La  Salle  people,"  said  Kelly,  who 
graduated  from  Rosemont  College  in  1958  but  has  taken 
some  courses  at  the  Uni\'ersit\'  o\er  the  years  to  keep  up 
with  the  rest  of  her  family. 

One  of  her  brothers,  Tom  Mitchell,  '67,  was  an  English 
major  and  a  member  of  ROTC  at  La  Salle.  He  remembers 
walking  to  and  from  school  everyday,  and  says  he  is  still  in 
touch  with  classmates  he  has  known  since  childhood.  In 
fact,  one  of  those  classmates  called  him  recently  to  invite 
him  to  a  La  Salle  basketball  game. 

"That  kind  of  link,  all  tliese  years  later,  still  is  very 
important,"  Mitchell  said. 

Kelly  married  into  another  La  Salle  family  in  1958.  In  a 
family  history,  Kelh'  wrote  that  while  her  Rosemont 
classmates  were  looking  to  Villanova  for  potential 
husbands,  she  conducted  her  search  locally.  The  plan 
worked:  She  met  her  husband,  John  B.  Kelly,  through  Holy 
Child  parish  on  North  Broad  Street,  which  has  since 
closed. 


John  Kelly  graduated  from  La  Salle  in  1958  with  his  two 
brothers,  Eugene  and  Thomas.  The  local  media  would  have 
been  on  hand  to  cover  the  unusual  story  of  three  brothers 
graduating  on  the  same  day,  Maureen  Kelly  said,  if  it  hadn't 
been  for  a  newspaper  strike. 

Three  of  the  Kellys'  five  children  received  either  their 
bachelor's  or  master's  degrees  from  La  Salle.  Their  oldest 
daughter,  Moira  Kelly  Smith,  earned  her  M.B.A.  in  1991. 
Anotlier  daughter,  Anita  Kelly  Guecia,  '85,  became  the  first 
woman  in  her  fimily  to  graduate  from  La  Salle,  and  she 
went  on  to  get  her  M.B.A.  from  the  Universit)'  in  2003. 
Her  husband,  Carl  Guecia,  is  a  member  of  the  class  of 
1985.  A  son,  Sean,  graduated  in  1982. 

Kelly  wrote  in  her  family  history  that  sending  her 
children  to  college  was  a  financial  sacrifice,  but  a  wortliy 
one.  All  of  her  children  held  jobs  so  that  they  could  afford 
to  attend. 

"Education  was  viewed  as  an  element  as  important  to 
our  lives  as  the  basics  of  food,  shelter,  and  religion,"  she 
wrote.  "...  Everyone  understood  that  sacrifice  and  hard 
work  are  necessary  in  order  to  achieve  a  goal." 

Tom  Mitchell  said  die  impact  of  La  Salle  on  his  family  is 
hard  to  measure.  But  you  only  have  to  drop  in  on  a  fimily 
reunion  to  get  a  sense  of  how  much  the  school's  history  is 
tied  in  with  their  own. 

"When  we  ha\'e  family  get-togethers.  La  Salle  is  always 
important.  We  talk  about  the  basketball  team,  whether 
we've  been  on  campus 
recently,  or  seen  the  new  ..  a^j 

construction,"  he  said. 
"It's  always  a  topic 
of  conversation." 
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THREE  LEGS  INTO  A  SOLO  TRIP  AROUND  THE  WORLD  IN 
her  single-engine  plane,  CaroLAnn  Garratt,  M.A.  '02,  was 
soaring  iiigii  abo\e  die  Pacific  Ocean,  caught  between  two 
cyclones.  With  nothing  but  expansi\e  ocean  below  her,  not 
a  ship  or  land  mass  in  sight,  and  rain  pounding  the  plane 
for  hours,  Garratt  had  serious  doubts  about  what  she  had 
gotten  herself  into. 

"If  anything  happened,  this  was  the  time  it  was  going  to 
happen,"  she  said.  "This  was  going  to  be  it." 

But,  as  she  would  experience  many  more  times  during 
her  seven-month  journey,  the  crisis  passed.  The  skies 
eventually  cleared,  anci  the  lush  landscape  of  New  Zealand 
came  into  vie\\'  as  she  descended  for  a  laneling. 

Garratt  has  spent  much  of  the  past  several  years 
weathering  storms.  In  1999,  her  mother,  Marie,  was 
diagnosed  with  amyotrophic  lateral  sclerosis,  also  known  as 
A.L.S.  or  Lou  Gehrig's  disease,  a  chronic,  progressive 
illness  for  which  there  is  no  cure.  Shortly  after  the  terrorist 
attacks  of  Sept.  II,  2001,  Garratt  lost  her  job  in  the  airline 
equipment  industry.  Seven  months  later,  she  was  mourning 
her  mother's  death. 

Those  hardships  became  the  catalyst  for  a  journey  that 
many  pilots  dream  of  but  few  undertake.  Garratt,  who 
earned  her  master's  degree  in  psycholog)'  from  La  Salle 
University'  in  2000  and  now  lives  in  Ocala,  Fla.,  spent  much 
of  2003  flying  from  continent  to  continent,  learning  local 
customs,  navigating  international  aviation  rules,  and 
making  friends  in  dozens  of  countries.  But  the  trip  %\asn't 
just  about  satisfii'ing  the  longtime  pilot's  appetite  for 
adventure — she  dedicated  the  trip  to  her  mother  and  to 
raising  money  and  awareness  for  A.L.S. 

Since  returning,  Garratt  has  given  dozens  of 
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presentations  about  her  trip  and  A.L.S.  for  flying  clubs  and 
community'  groups.  She  has  also  written  a  book.  Upon 
Silver  Winjjs:  Global  Adventure  in  a  Small  Plane,  a  minute- 
by-minute  account  of  her  travels.  All  revenue  from  the 
book  and  presentations,  along  with  money  she  raised 
during  her  trip,  goes  directly  to  A.L.S.  research.  So  far,  she 
has  raised  about  $27,000,  and  she  hopes  book  sales  will 
bring  that  total  to  around  $85,000. 

Garratt's  passion  for  aviation  began  when  she  was  in 
high  school  and  worked  at  a  local  airport  to  earn  money  for 
college.  While  the  job  mainly  entailed  office  work,  Garratt 
found  time  to  earn  her  pilot's  license. 

Serious  flying  adventures  would  have  to  wait,  though, 
while  Garratt  built  a  career  as  a  mechanical  engineer.  For 
about  20  years,  she  traveled  extensively  for  her  job  and 
lived  around  the  United  States  and  Europe. 

In  1996,  she  started  flying  regularly  again,  making  trips 
in  rented  planes  to  visit  her  parents  in  Clarksville,  Va.  She 
bought  her  own  plane,  a  Mooney,  after  moving  to  Florida 
in  2000. 

When  she  lost  her  job,  Garratt  decided  to  postpone  job- 
hunting  for  six  months  to  spend  more  time  with  her  family 
as  her  mother's  condition  deteriorated.  A.L.S.  attacks  the 
nerve  cells  in  the  brain  that  control  voluntary  muscle 
fiinctions.  Patients'  muscles  atrophy,  and  eventually  they 
lose  the  abilit\'  to  swallow  or  breathe.  But  even  as  their 
physical  condition  worsens,  most  do  not  lose  their  mental 
faculties  as  a  result  of  A.L.S.  Garratt  describes  her  mother's 
experience  with  the  disease  as  "reverse  Alzheimer's." 

"The  worst  part  is  you  are  mentally  100  percent  alert 
the  \\hole  time,  but  you  have  no  control  cner  what  happens 
to  your  body,"  Garratt  said. 
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Two  British  diildren  become  Young  Eagles 


After  Marie  Garratt  died  in  April  2002,  CarolAnn  and 
her  father,  Dici<.,  started  talldng  about  taking  a  trip  to  New- 
Zealand  to  visit  his  sister,  Liz,  who  he  had  seen  only  once 
in  the  previous  50  years. 

"They  both  felt  they  wanted  to  get  together  one  last 
time,"  Garratt  said.  "And  I  started  getting  the  idea  that  if  I 
could  get  the  plane  there,  and  Dad  could  fly  commercially, 
I  could  take  him  around  Australia  and  New  Zealand." 

As  she 
started  to  plan, 
another  idea 
took  root  in 
Garratt's  mind. 

"Once  I 
figured  out 
how  to  get  to 
New  Zealand 
and  how  to  get 
to  Australia,  I 
had  to  decide  if 
I  would  just  do  that  or  keep  on  going,"  she  said.  The 
answer  soon  became  clear,  and  her  global  itinerary  was 
born. 

Garratt  had  logged  1,000  hours  as  a  pilot,  including  a 
trip  to  Alaska  and  over-water  flights  to  the  Bahamas,  but 
she  had  nexer  embarked  upon  anything  so  ambitious.  After 
sexen  months  of  de\eloping  flight  plans,  gathering  supphes, 
and  planning  down  to  the  smallest  detail,  Garratt  took  off 
for  the  first — and  longest — leg  of  her  trip:  a  16-hour  jump, 
non-stop,  from  Kissimmee,  Fla.,  to  California  on  Feb.  28, 
2003. 

"That  went  so  well  that  I  knew  I  could  make  it  the  rest 
of  the  way,"  she  said. 

Garratt  hopped  from  Ne\\-  Zealand  to  Southeast  Asia  to 
Africa  to  Europe,  trying  her  hand  at  surfing  in  Australia, 
visiting  the  Taj  Mahal,  fl\ing  over  Victoria  Falls  in  Zambia, 
being  welcomed  into  a  coffee  ceremony  with  a  family  in 
Ethiopia,  taking  old  friends  fl\'ing  in  France,  and  soaring 
above  icebergs  in  the  North  Adantic.  On  some  of  her 
stopovers,  uhich  lasted 
an\'\vhere  from  a  few 
days  to  a  few  weeks, 
she  was  joined  by 
friends  or  relatives. 
Otherwise,  she  was  on 
her  own  to  deal  with 
engine  trouble,  spiders 
in  the  cockpit,  and  the 
occasional  turbulence. 

Despite  language  Flying  over  the  cathedral  in  Vezeley.  France 
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and  culture  barriers,  Garratt  said  she  found  that  customs 
and  aviation  officials,  as  well  as  local  residents,  were  nearly 
always  willing  to  help.  She  said  she  never  felt  threatened  or 
worried  about  being  a  woman  traveling  solo. 

"The  whole  trip  was  exceedingly  positive,"  she  said.  "I 
came  back  a  much  more  positi\e  person  than  when  I  left." 

In  man\'  countries,  Garratt  did  newspaper,  telcxision, 
and  radio  inter\ie\\s  about  her  journey  and  her  fundraising 
mission  and  met  with  A.L.S.  patients  and  their  families.  She 
also  made  several  children  around  the  world  "Young 
Eagles,"  taking  them  up  in  her  plane  for  an  introduction  to 
flying. 

Garratt's  mother  was  nexer  far  from  her  thoughts. 

"She  would  have  been  terribly  worried  the  whole  time, 
but  proud,"  Garratt  \\rote  in  a  posting  on  her  Web  site 
from  Australia,  around  the  first  anniversary  of  her  motiier's 
death.  "She  would  have  had  sleepless  nights,  but  bragged 
to  her  friends  of  my  accomplishments." 

Garratt's  trip  ended  where  it  started,  at  home  in  Florida, 
on  Oct.  12,  2003,  but  not  before  one  last  harrowing 
experience — riding  out  Hurricane  Isabel  at  her  father's 
home  in  Virginia. 

Garratt  hasn't  returned  to  the  career  world  since  coming 
home.  Instead,  she's  concentrated  on  her  a\iation-related 
work.  Garratt's  Moone\'  logged  more  than  36,000  miles  on 
the  trip,  and  she's  still  taking  the  plane  out  at  least  two  or 
three  times  a  week.  She  flies  to  give  her  presentations,  she 
just  joined  the  Civil  Air  Patrol,  and  she  flies  "Angel" 
missions,  transporting  people  with  medical  conditions  to 
hospitals  when  they  require  treatments  far  from  home. 

These  shorter  trips  ha\e  given  Garratt  the  travel  bug 
again.  She's  already  thinking  about  another  around-the- 
world  flight  in  2007  or  2008,  this  time  heading  eastbound 
and  exploring  new  places.  The  experience  of  seeing  the 
world  from  the  cockpit  of  her  own  plane,  she  said,  is  well 
wortii  repeating.  She  may  have  been  flying  solo,  but  she 
certainly  was  never  alone. 

"I  just  can't  say  enough  good  about  people 
everv'where,"  she  said.  "All  we  hear  is  bad  news,  and  there 
are  so  many  good  people  out  there  who  are  ready  to  go 
out  of  their  way  to  help  someone."

BASKETBALL  HAS  BECOME  A  GLOBAL  GAME,  AND 
Rasheed  Quadri  is  a  prime  example. 

Quadri  was  born  in  Nigeria,  grew  up  in  England  and 
went  to  high  school  in  Boston.  Now,  after  a  four-year  hoop 
career  at  La  Salle,  the  6-foot- 3  point  guard  is  in  his  first 
season  as  a  pro  in  Hungary's  top  league. 

He  plays  for  BC  Marc  Kormend,  which  has  one  of  the 
strongest  traditions  for  basketball  in  the  central  European 
country. 

"I  am  loving  it.  It  is  like  a  dream  come  true.  It  is  like  a 
new  beginning,"  said  Quadri,  die  day  before  he  began  his 
European  career.  "I  never  thought  I  \vould  be  in  Hungary 
playing,  and  I  am  closer  to  home."  (He  still  has  family  in 
England.) 

The  dream  of  playing  pro  basketball  has  come  true  for 
other  former  La  Salle  standouts.  While  they  may  not  be  in 
the  NBA,  former  Explorers  who  began  this  season  with  pro 
teams  overseas,  according  to  eurobasket.com,  include 
Reggie  Oleosa  (Germany),  Paul  Burke  (Germany),  Mike 
Gizzi  (Italy),  K'zell  Wesson  (France),  Milko  Lieverst 
(Netherlands),  and  Victor  Thomas  (Argentina). 

"You  have  to  adjust  your  game.  The  players  are  better 
here,"  Okosa  said  of  Germany's  top  league.  "They  say  it  is 
the  third  or  fourth  best  league  in  the  world.  Everyone  can 
shoot  the  ball.  It  is  a  lot  faster  (with  a  :24  clock).  It  is  100 
times  faster"  than  the  American  college  game. 

Okosa,  who  is  several  credits  shy  of  graduation,  averaged 
11.3  points  per  game  for  La  Salle  in  2001-02  in  his  last 
college  season.  Burke,  who  averaged  15.6  points  per  game 
for  the  Explorers  in  1994-95,  averaged  nine  points  per 
game  last  season  for  Oldenburg,  Germany. 

Gizzi,  in  his  last  college  season  in  1997-98,  averaged 


16.2  points  per  game  for  La  Salle  and  averaged  23.4  last 
season  for  Patti  in  Italy.  Wesson  averaged  14.5  points  per 
game  in  2003-04  in  Italy.  In  his  last  season  for  the 
Explorers  in  1998-99,  he  averaged  a  whopping  10.8 
rebounds  an  outing. 

Lieverst,  who  is  from  The  Netherlands,  played  at 
La  Salic  from  1987  to  1992.  He  averaged  5.0  points  per 
game  last  season  for  a  team  in  Amsterdam.  Thomas 
averaged  19.7  points  per  game  for  La  Salle  in  2000-01, 
and  scored  23.4  points  an  outing  last  season  for  his  team  in 
Korea. 

Quadri,  besides  his  global  resume,  also  shows  that  you 
do  not  need  impressive  college  statistics  to  play  overseas. 

The  most  points  he  averaged  in  a  season  at  La  Salle  was 
4.9  per  game  as  a  sophomore  and  junior,  and,  last  year,  he 
averaged  4.6  points  and  2.4  rebounds  with  22  assists  for 
the  Explorers.  He  was  second  on  the  team  in  three-point 
shooting  accuracy. 

"You  have  to  keep  worldng.  Nothing  is  going  to  be 
given  to  you,"  he  said  of  playing  in  a  foreign  land. 

Quadri  graduated  last  spring  with  a  degree  in 
management  information  systems.  So  did  he  pursue  a  job 
with  a  professional  team  in  the  U.S.,  such  as  the  United 
States  Basketball  League  or  the  Continental  Basketball 
Association.* 

"The  opportunity  in  the  minor  leagues  in  the  States  did 
not  present  itself,"  said  Quadri,  who  is  getting  to  play 
point  guard  for  his  team  in  Hungary.  "I  am  just  glad  to  be 
playing." 

Quadri,  24,  drew  attention  last  summer  at  a  prestigious 
camp  in  Treviso,  Italy.  That  helped  lead  to  the  job  in 
Kormend,  which  began  the  season  at  home  Oct.  23. 
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Like  most  former  NCAA  players  in  Europe,  Quadri  is 
provided,  at  no  charge,  an  apartment  and  car  bv  the  team 
he  plays  for.  His  main  expenses  are  limited:  long-distance 
calls  and  meals.  Okosa  said  his  team  in  Germany  provides 
him  a  car  and  apartment. 

Hungary  allows  two  American  players  per  team  in  its 
top  league,  and  most  of  the  14  teams  use  the  limit.  Most 
European  leagues  allow  no  more  than  t\\'o  Americans  per 
team. 

Quadri  does  not  count  as  an  American  due  to  his 
background  in  Nigeria  and  England.  Himgary  is  about  the 
size  of  Indiana  and  has  a  population  of  around  10  million 
people. 

So  what  are  Quadri's  goals  in  hoops? 

"I  am  going  to  go  as  high  as  I  can,"  Quadri  said.  "If  I 
keep  improving,  everything  else  will  take  care  of  itself " 

Paul  Burke,  32,  graduated  from  La  Salle  in  1996  with  a 
degree  in  special  and  elementary  education.  Since  college, 
he  has  played  pro  hoops  in  Sweden,  England,  Italy,  Spain, 
and  now  Germany. 

"I  never  even  thought  about  basketball  as  a  pro  career," 
he  said  in  late  October,  while  riding  on  a  bus  with  his 
German  team  to  a  game.  "I  had  some  offers  in  baseball. 


actually,  but  I  had  an  injury;  I  separated  my  shoulder  my 
junior  year." 

Burke  was  almost  drafted  out  of  high  school  by  the 
Cincinnati  Reds,  but  he  told  them  he  wanted  to  attend 
college.  He  played  two  years  of  baseball  for  the  Explorers 
and  was  a  shortstop. 

"I  was  pretty'  lucky  that  I  went  to  Sweden,"  he  said  of 
his  first  pro  hoop  season.  "They  are  very  western.  Everxone 
pretty  much  spoke  English.  By  far,  Spain  is  the  best  place  I 
ha\'e  played.  The  Spanish  league  teams  would  lull  any 
Atlantic  10  team." 

Burke  met  his  future  wife,  Nina,  when  he  played  in 
Sweden,  and  they  were  married  in  1997.  She  is  Swedish 
and  tliey  have  two  children,  and  live  in  Germany  during 
the  season. 

Burke's  contract  with  Oldenburg,  Germany,  ends  after 
the  2005-06  season.  He  would  like  to  play  one  more  year 
after  that  one  in  Germany,  or  return  to  Sweden  and  play.

When  Carmen  V.  Romeo,  '55,  first  stepped  off  of  SEPTA's  55 
bus  from  Willow  Grove  and  onto  the  La  Salle  campus  m  the 
fall  of  1961,  he,  like  many  young  people,  had  no  idea  what 
major  to  pursue.  The  time  came,  however,  to  make  a  decision 
and  Romeo  chose  to  study  business.  Soon,  he  found  himself 
enjoymg  the  coursework  and  flourishmg  m  classes  such  as 
accounting. 

Romeo  Is  a  retired  Executive  Vice  President  of  SEI 
Investments,  a  leading  global  provider  of  outsourced 
investment  solutions,  based  m  Oaks,  Pa.  He  recognizes  that 
his  career  was  built  upon  the  lessons  he  learned  at  La  Salle. 
"La  Salle  gave  me  an  appreciation  for  business  and  helped 
start  my  career.  Without  that  foundation,  I  would  have  never 
ended  up  at  SEI,  where  I  was  for  27  years." 

The  knowledge  and  enthusiasm  of  University  faculty  also 
served  as  a  source  of  his  success,  acknowledged  Romeo.  "The 
La  Salle  professors  were  energizing  and  engaging,  and  exposed 
me  to  the  profession  that  I  ultimately  chose.  They  had  loads  of 
practical  experience  and  were  networked  into  the  region's 
employers.  The  faculty  are  still  a  strength  of  the  University 
today  and  are  a  reason  why  it  continues  to  produce  great 
students." 

Romeo  remains  actively  involved  with  La  Salle  and  serves 
as  both  a  University  Trustee  and  a  member  of  the  Steering 
Committee  for  Shoulder  to  Shoulder,  La  Salle's  Major  Gift 
Initiative  (MGI).  Last  year,  he  committed  $1,215  million  to  the 
MGI — the  second  largest  gift  in  University  history — and 
continues  to  be  a  generous  supporter  of  the  Annual  Fund. 

He  believes  that  the  MGI  can  have  a  significant  impact  on 
students  and  the  University,  and  that  its  cause  is  worthy  of 
support  from  the  entire  La  Salle  community.  "There  is  an 
obligation  for  me — and  for  any  student — to  remember  La  Salle 
in  some  way  and  help  support  its  needs.

Shoulder  to  Shoulder  Reaches 
$15  Million  Mark 

La  Salle  University  recently  received  another  seven-figure 
gift  from  an  alumnus  who  at  this  point  wishes  to  remain 
anonymous,  bringing  the  total  in  gifts  and  pledges  to 
Shoulder  to  Shoulder  to  over  $15  million.  This  represents 
more  than  60  percent  of  the  initiative's  $25  million  goal. 
The  objectives  of  this  fundraising  effort  are  to  build  a  new 
science  and  technology  facility  on  campus  and  to 
strengthen  the  University's  endowment. 

"I  am  very  encouraged  that  another  alumnus  has  made  a 
leadership  commitment  in  support  of  La  Salle  University 
and  the  students  we  serve,"  said  J.  Hugh  Devlin,  '64, 
Chair  of  the  Shoulder  to  S/iou/der  Steering  Committee.

As  a 
La  Salle  student,  she  served  as 
President  of  the  Students'  Government 
Association  for  two  years  and  was  active 
in  the  College  Republicans,  the  La  Salle 
Ambassadors,  the  GAELS  Irish  Society, 
and  Alpha  Sigma  Tau  Sorority.  But  her 
service  to  the  University  didn't  stop  after 
graduation.  She's  since  been  elected  to 
the  Alumni  Board  of  Directors,  and  is 
active  in  the  Washington,  D.C.,  Alumni 
Chapter  Metro  Area  Alumni  Chapter,  in 
Homecoming  planning,  and  on  the  Class 
Programs  Committee.  Barnett  is  the 
Board's  "Young  Trustee,"  a  position  that 
must  be  filled  by  someone  who  has 
graduated  within  the  past  five  years.

Frank  P.  Cervone,  Esq., 

Executive  Director  of  the 

Support  Center  for  Child 

Advocates,  one  of  the 

nation's  leading  agencies 

for  helping  abused  and 

neglected  children,  received 

La  Salle  University's  Signum 

Fidei  Award  at  ceremonies  in  November. 

The  award,  the  La  Salle  Alumni 

Association's  highest  honor,  is  given 

annually  to  an  individual  who  has  made 

"most  noteworthy  contributions  to  the 

advancement  of  humanitarian  principles 

in  keeping  with  the  Christian-Judeo 

traditions." 

But  the  award  wasn't  the  only 
acknowledgment  he  received  that 
evening.  Cervone  had  taken  courses  at 
La  Salle  toward  a  master's  degree  in 
theology  and  religion.  Then  life  got  busy, 
and  he  never  officially  finished  the 
program.

La  Salle's  Master  of  Science  in  Speech-Language-Hearing 
Science  Program  recently  received  full  accreditation  by  the 
Council  on  Academic  Accreditation  in  Audiology  and 
Speech  Language  Pathology  (CAA)  of  the  American- 
Speech-Language-Hearing  Association  (ASHA). 

"We're  very  pleased  and  gratified,"  said  Barbara  J. 
Amster,  Ph.D.,  CCC/SLP,  director  of  the  program.  "It's  a 
very  difficult  and  long  process." 

According  to  Amster,  the  ASHA  protects  both  students 
and  the  public  during  this  process  to  ensure  that  only 
programs  that  meet  very  stringent  requirements  are 
accredited. 

Full  accreditation  indicates  that  the  program's 
curriculum  is  sufficient  to  allow  a  graduate  to  meet 
ASHA's  Certificate  of  Clinical  Competence  Standards.  To 
practice  in  most  work  settings,  speech-language 
pathologists  must  hold  a  master's  degree  and  become 
certified  by  ASHA.  Amster  said  that  being  accredited  will 
make  the  certification  process  simpler  for  graduates  of  the 
program. 

When  the  program  began  five  years  ago,  fewer  than  20 
graduate  students  were  enrolled.  Now,  more  than  60 
students  are  in  the  program. 

Speech-language  pathologists  care  for  patients  of  all 
ages  with  communication  and  swallowing  disorders.  They 
assess,  treat,  and  help  prevent  speech,  language,  cognitive 
communication,  voice,  swallowing,  fluency,  and  related 
disorders.

namesake,  having  at  one  time  written  an 
article,  "The  Good  Doctor,"  about  his 
mentor  for  La  Salle's  Probe  magazine. 
He  is  a  noted  lecturer  on  immunology 
and  allergy,  his  private  practice 
specialties,  and  has  written  extensively 
on  the  subjects. 

Dr.  Isajiw  began  his  life  as  a 
Ukrainian  refugee  fleeing  with  his  family 
from  communism  at  the  end  of  World 
War  II.  He  has  been  in  private  practice 
as  a  general  internal  medicine  physician 
since  1977. 

In  1980,  Dr.  Isajiw,  with  fellow 
members  of  the  Philadelphia  Catholic 
Medical  Association,  organized  Women's 
Pregnancy  Health  Services,  which 
provides  pro-life  pregnancy  counseling. 
He  is  also  a  founding  board  member  of 
Mothers'  Home,  a  maternity  home  in 
Darby,  Pa.  In  addition,  for  more  than  20 
years.  Dr.  Isajiw  and  his  wife,  Patricia, 
have  hosted  28  women  in  their  own 
home.  He  serves  on  a  number  of  area 
boards  that  support  maternity  homes 
and  pro-life  advocacy,  and  is  currently 
Treasurer  of  the  World  Federation  of 
Catholic  Medical  Associations.  Notably, 
Dr.  Isajiw's  grandfather.  Father  Nicholas 
Konrad,  was  a  priest  in  the  Ukrainian 
Catholic  rite  (which  allows  ordained  men 
to  marry).  Father  Konrad  met  a  violent 
martyrdom  at  the  hands  of  the 
Communists  in  1941  and  was  beatified 
by  Pope  John  Paul  II  in  2001.

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New  Grants 


Over  the  past  few  months,  La  Salle 
University  has  received  a  number  of 
private  and  federal  grants  to  benefit  Its 
programs  and  students. 

The  Health  Resources  and  Services 
Administration  (HRSA)  of  the  U.S. 
Department  of  Health  and  Human 
Services  (HHS)  awarded  La  Salle's 
School  of  Nursing  a  $471,000  grant  to 
establish  a  program  to  prepare  cimical 
nurse  specialists  (CNS)  and  clinical 
educators  through  enhancement  and 
revision  of  the  current  adult  health  and 
illness  CNS  track.  The  School  of 
Nursing's  graduate  program  also 
received  grants  totaling  more  than 
$86,000  from  HHS  to  provide  Advanced 
Education  Nursing  Traineeships  and 
Nurse  Anesthetist  Traineeships  to 
eligible  students. 

The  W.W.  Smith  Charitable  Trust 

awarded  $108,000  for  scholarships. 
The  Trust  provided  a  $10,000  grant  for 


two  $5,000  W.W.  Smith  Scholarship 
Prizes  for  students  entering  their  senior 
year,  and  $98,000  to  fund  49  $2,000 
W.W.  Smith  Scholar  Grants  for  other 
seniors  or  undergraduates.  The 
Scholarship  Prizes  must  be  awarded  to 
students  who  have  been  Scholar  Grant 
recipients. 

The  Pennsylvania  Department  of 
Environmental  Protection  awarded 
La  Salle  a  $10,000  Environmental 
Education  Program  grant  to  continue 
work  on  modifying  courses  offered  as 
part  of  the  Elementary  and  Special 
Education  Program. 

The  Pennsylvania  Higher  Education 
Foundation  and  Independence  Blue 
Cross  awarded  La  Salle's  School  of 
Nursing  grants  totaling  more  than 
$95,000  for  scholarships  for  graduate 
students  who  plan  on  becoming  nurse 
educators  and  for  undergraduate 
students  who  intend  to  become  nurses. 

As  part  of  the  Wachovia  Foundation's 
grant  to  the  School  District  of 


Philadelphia  to  establish  Teacher 
Academies  at  area  colleges  and 
universities,  La  Salle  received  support  so 
that  its  English  and  History  departments 
could  offer  Praxis  Preparation  Courses 
for  Language  Arts  and  Social  Studies 
Teachers. 

The  Christian  R.  and  Mary  L. 
Lindback  Foundation  provided  a 
Minority  Junior  Faculty  Award  to 
Vivienne  Angeles,  Ph.D.,  Associate 
Professor  of  Religion.  The  grant  will 
fund  a  research  project  Angeles  is  doing 
on  "Constructing  Identity:  Visual 
Expressions  of  Islam  in  Predominately 
Catholic  Philippines." 

The  Pennsylvania  Liquor  Control 

Board  provided  a  grant  of  $18,703  to  a 
consortium  of  12  Philadelphia-area 
Catholic  high  schools  and  La  Salle's 
Alcohol  and  Other  Drugs  Program  to 
address  the  issue  of  high-risk  drinking 
among  high  school  teenagers  and  their 
transition  from  high  school  to  college.

LM:  Now  that  you  have  been  on  the  job  for  a  few 
months,  how  has  the  transition  been? 

JG:  Coming  into  a  new  situation,  you  nc\cr  know  exactly 
what  youVe  going  to  find.  At  La  Salic,  the  atmosphere  has 
been  extremely  positi\c  from  top  to  bottom,  and  that's 
made  the  transition  a  whole  lot  easier.  Excryone,  from  the 
administration,  to  the  students,  to  the  alumni,  has  been 
incredibly  supportive.  When  you  have  the  support  of  an 
entire  community',  it  creates  positive  energy,  and  that's 
what  we  need.  We  want  to  build  on  that  energy  and  get 
this  program  back  to  a  championship  level.  And  this  is  a 
really  great  bunch  of  kids  who  make  our  situation  easier  to 
deal  with. 

LM:  Taking  the  job  here  at  La  Salle  University,  you 
assume  a  whole  lot  more  than  just  the  responsibility  of 
building  a  winning  team.  In  your  opinion,  what  are  the 
components  of  a  successful  program? 

JG:  It's  really  easy  to  focus  on  the  40  minutes  when  our 
kids  take  the  floor,  and  that  is  \\hat  ultimateh'  matters,  but 
a  lot  happens  behind  the  scenes  that  people  might  not 
realize.  It  is  \ery  important  to  build  a  solid  fundraising 
program.  All  schools  tiiat  are  successful  on  the  court  also

have  support  from  their  alumni  and  boosters. 

It's  also  important  to  remember  that  we're  molding 
student  athletes,  not  just  basketball  players.  Our  players  are 
encouraged  to  participate  in  NCAA  rules  education 
programs,  community  outreach  programs,  and  in  the  life- 
skills  programs.  It's  important  to  keep  the  big  picture  in 
mind  and  make  sure  students  are  fi.ilfilling  their  obligations. 

LM:  You  have  said  you  think  La  Salle  basketball  has  a 
tremendous  opportunity  to  be  successful.  How  do  you, 
personally,  measure  success? 

JG:  I  think  \'ou  ha\e  to  define  success  on  two  different 
le\  els,  both  personalh'  and  professionally.  In  a  personal 
sense,  I  think  our  greatest  opportunity'  is  to  make  a  positive 
impact  on  these  kids'  lives.  Professionally,  it  really  comes 
down  to  how  much  we  win.  They  use  a  scoreboard  in  tliis 
business.  Winning  affects  the  morale  of  the  student- 
athletes,  the  tans,  the  alumni,  the  media — everyone.  It's 
how  we  will  be  judged. 

LM:  You've  had  success  in  this  region  with  your  great 
squads  at  Rowan.  Do  you  think  that  experience  is 
going  to  make  it  possible  for  you  to  successfully  recruit 
the  talent  of  Philadelphia? 
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JG:  The  plan  is  to  build  our  program  from  the  inside  out; 
diat's  been  the  formula  for  success  in  the  Big  5,  and  it 
makes  perfect  sense.  There's  so  much  talent  in  this  cit\',  and 
with  our  coaching  staff  and  history,  I  think  we  can  get 
these  kids.  But  we  also  won't  be  afraid  to  look  outside  the 
cir\-.  I  think  our  abilit\'  to  be  effective  in  this  cit)'  has  been 
shown  already  b\-  the  transfer  of  local  product  Marshall 
Taylor. 

LM:  Discuss  the  interaction  and  nature  of  your 
relationship  with  La  Salle's  President,  Brother  Michael 
J.  McGinniss,  F.S.C.,  Ph.D.,  '70,  and  Athletic  Director 
Tom  Brennan,  Ed.D. 

JG:  The  relationships  have  been  tremendous  on  both 
coiuits.  A  coach  needs  to  communicate  with  his 
administration,  and  they  have  been  very  honest  and  up- 
front with  me  from  the  beginning.  Brother  Michael  has 
been  great.  He  is  very  committed  to  the  basketball 
program.  Tom  Brennan  also  has  been  very  supportive.  He 
has  great  knowledge  and  experience  in  the  field  of  athletics 
and  is  a  great  asset  to  the  department.  Vvc  also  enjoyed 
getting  to  know  them  personally,  which  is  one  of  the  perks 
of  any  transition — forming  new  relationships. 

LM:  With  the  adcUtional  pressures  that  media  attention 
brings  upon  your  players,  have  you  taken  any  measures 
to  help  them  manage  the  added  attention? 

JG:  These  kids  have  had  to  deal  with  a  \  erv  probing  media 
over  the  past  several  months.  I'm  very  proud  of  the  way 
they've  handled  it.  Overall,  I  think  they're  ready  to  be 
judged  as  basketball  players.  The\''re  very  good  at  focusing 
on  the  present  and  the  fijture,  not  the  past. 


Q  &  A  with  Women's  Basketball  Coach  Tom  Lochner 

LM:  Ho«'  has  the  transition  been  from  assistant  coach 
to  head  coach? 

TL:  Overall,  the  transition  has  been  rather  smooth.  I'm 
learning  as  1  go  through  my  first  season  as  a  collegiate  head 
coach.  Administrative  duties  such  as  scheduling  and  hiring 
assistant  coaches  were  new  to  me.  1  still  enjoy  teaching 
during  practices,  but  now  1  find  myself  looking  more  at  the 
big  picture  rather  than  focusing  on  details.  Game  day 
coaching  is  becoming  more  and  more  comfortable  with 
each  and  every  game.  It  had  been  almost  20  years  since  I 
called  the  plays  and  defenses  as  a  high  school  coach. 

LM:  What  are  your  thoughts  on  the  A- 10  this  season? 
^Vhere  do  the  Explorers  stand? 


TL:  The  Atlantic  10  Conference  is  premier  women's 
basketball.  Temple,  George  Washington,  and  Richmond 
have  made  appearances  in  the  national  polls  at  times  this 
season;  however,  the  conference  also  has  outstanding  parity 
from  top  to  bottom. 

We  currendy  are  not  where  we  would  like  to  be  in  the 
conference  standings.  Our  team  has  competed  admirably 
against  the  elite  teams  and  our  other  league  opponents; 
however,  we  have  not  been  able  to  pull  out  enough  of  the 
close  A- 10  batties  to  date.  Being  battie  tested  and 
competing  with  the  top  A- 1 0  teams  should  provide  our 
players  with  the  confidence  to  finish  strong  and  gain 
momentum  heading  into  the  Atlantic  10  Conference 
Tournament. 

LM:  What  is  your  coaching  philosophy:  What  have  you 
emphasized  throughout  the  season? 

TL:  I  want  our  players  to  do  their  best.  That  means 
reaching  their  individual  potential  as  mature  young  women, 
as  students  in  the  classroom,  and  then  as  basketball  players 
on  the  court. 

I  ha\e  emphasized  plaving  defense,  playing  hard  at  all 
times,  and  sharing  the  basketball  on  the  offensive  end.  Our 
team  has  met  that  challenge  for  most  of  this  season.  We 
still  ha\e  some  work  to  do  on  the  defensive  end,  and  our 
team  needs  to  play  aggressiveh'  and  get  to  the  foul  line 
more  in  order  to  finish  the  season  strong. 

LM:  How  have  the  veterans  on  your  team  taken  to  the 
new  coaches  on  staff? 

TL:  Our  assistant  coaches  have  done  a  tremendous  job 
working  with  all  of  our  players,  including  the  veterans.  All 
three  assistant  coaches  have  great  relationships  with  our 
plaxers,  and  thev  share  a  mutual  respect  for  each  other. 

LM:  What  did  you  think  of  your  non-conference 
schedule? 

TL:  Once  again,  our  schedule  was  extremely  challenging. 
Our  non-conference  schedule  really  tested  us  and  helped  to 
prepare  our  team  for  the  \ery  competitive  .\tlantic  10 
conference  battles.  Our  non-conference  schedule  included 
four  Big  East  teams,  and,  overall,  we  will  finish  the  season 
plaving  12  teams  that  went  to  post-season  tournament  play 
last  season.

As  a  marine  chemist,  George  W.  Luther,  '68,  has 
conducted  research  and  experiments  from  Yellowstone 
National  Park  to  the  Black  Sea.  One  of  his  more  recent 
journeys,  however,  was  to  Copenhagen,  Denmark, 
where  he  receixed  the  prestigious  Clair  C.  Patterson 
Award  from  the  International  Geochemical  Societ\'  at  its 
annual  meeting. 

The  prize,  gi\en  "for  a  recent  inno\ative 
breakthrough  in  en\ironmental  geochemistry  of 
frmdamental  significance,"  recognized  Luther's 
development  of  aquatic  instrumentation  to  detect 
chemical  compounds  that  gauge  environmental  health. 

The  Max\\'ell  P.  and  Mildred  H.  Harrington  Professor 
of  Marine  Studies  at  the  L'ni\ersir\'  of  Delaware,  Luther 
was  part  of  a  research  team  that  analyzed  the  chemical 
composition  of  hvdrothermal  vents  in  the  Pacific  Ocean. 
In  preparing  for  the  harrowing  conditions  one  would 
expect  two  miles  below  sea  lexcl,  Luther  designed  a 
sensor  that  could  withstand  extreme  pressure  and 
temperature.  His  innovation  built  upon  older  diagnostic 
equipment,  which  could  only  identify  a  single  substance 
per  sensor.  The  gold -tipped  sensors  he  developed  can 
simultaneously  recognize  20  different  chemicals,  and  can 
be  used  both  in  marine  and  freshwater  environments. 

Thanks  to  Luther's  advance,  scientists  will  have 
greater  ability'  to  discover  the  complex  processes  behind

ecological  phenomena.  Already,  his  sensors  have 
determined  the  cause  of  fish  kills  in  Torquay  Canal  and 
Bald  Eagle  Creek  in  Delaware. 

Though  his  work  has  recei\'ed  great  accolades,  it  is  far 
from  complete.  Luther  exentually  hopes  to  expand  the 
use  of  his  device  to  lighthouses  in  the  Delaware  Bay  as 
part  of  a  national  ocean  observing  system.  In  addition, 
he  will  continue  his  worlcH  travels;  he  is  currently 
planning  a  research  trip  off  the  coast  of  Fiji.

Alumni  Board  Member  Thomas  Toomey,  '59 

Thomas  F.  Toomey  Jr.,  M.D.,  '59,  a  pivotal 
member  of  La  Salle's  recently  revamped  Alumni 
Association  Board  of  Directors,  died  of  a  heart  attack 
at  Pennsylvania  Hospital  on  Friday,  Jan.  28,  2005.  He 
was  67. 

Toomey  had  served  on  the  21 -seat  Board  of 
Directors  since  2002.  He  was  among  the  first 
members  elected  after  the  Alumni  Association 
restructured  itself  The  overhaul  greatly  reduced  the 
number  of  seats  and  called  for  competitive  elections.  As  a  result,  each 
member's  role  became  more  vital  and  demanding.  "He  was  exactly  the 
type  of  person  we  envisioned,"  says  Bill  Matthews,  '90,  President  of  the 
Alumni  Association's  Board  of  Directors.  "Tom  was  someone  we  knew 
would  devote  the  right  level  of  energy." 

In  addition,  he  served  as  President  for  the  Health  Professionals  Alumni 
Association — a  subset  of  the  larger  organization.  "Tom  was  the  point 
person  to  help  us  reinvigorate  the  programs  of  interest  to  our  alumni  in 
health  professions,"  says  James  Gulick,  '89,  Assistant  Vice  President  of 
Alumni  Relations.  "He  also  was  very  interested  in  helping  to  continue  the 
reputation  for  excellence  in  La  Salle's  pre-med  program." 

A  Germantown  native.  Dr.  Toomey  graduated  from  La  Salle  with  a  B.S. 
in  chemistry  before  attending  the  University'  of  Pennsylvania  Medical 
School,  from  which  he  received  a  degree  in  1963.  He  went  on  to  serve  as 
a  medical  officer  in  Guam  for  die  U.S.  Air  Force  and  later  at  Mercy 
Catholic  Medical  Center,  where  he  ftmctioncd  as  Medical  Director  from 
1991  imtil2001. 

Toomey  is  survived  by  his  wife,  Ellen;  daughters  Kimberly,  '91,  Kelly, 
and  Kathleen;  sons  Paul  and  Michael;  as  well  as  four  siblings  and  eight 
grandchildren.
